TO BE HELD 


Luzon Will Become An Absolute 


American Possession 


OTHER ISLANDS TO BE RULED BY 


SPAIN ON SUFFERANCE 


Washington, Sept, 1 6 — Special — As predicted in these 


dispatches yesterday the white house dinner of last evening 
proved a most important one. 
Those present were members 


of the cabinet and of the general peace commission, and there 
was a free discussion of all the issues involved in the con- 
troversy with Spain. 
There was less of disagreement 
than 


had been anticipated. 
While some of those present were in 


favor of the retention of the entire Philippine Archipelago, 
the majority regarded the p1an as involving too great hazaid 
owing to the diverse interests there. 
After a full .discussion 


it was decided that the commissioners to Paris should insist 
upon the cession by Spain to the United States of absolute 
sovereignty over the island of Luzon, and that a nominal 
suzerainty, amounting practically to a protectorate, should be 
granted over the remainder of the group. 
Spain's authority 


is to be recognized in these islands, therefore, only as long 
long as she shall administer affairs in a humane and liberal 
manner. 
If at any time she shall commit acts of oppression 


or cruelty the United States will have the privilege of step- 
ping in and assuming the reins of government. 
The com- 


missioners will go to Paris fully armed with all the necessary 
authority to act upon all mooted questions, but will have no- 
power to alter the general scope of the settlement as outlin- 
ed above. 


Reports Were Edited. 


Washington, Sept. 16 — Special — A new phase of the

"editing" the official reports of the commanders ol our forces 
in Cuba and Porto Rico with the purpose of belittling the 
general of the army. 
Wherever an officer has referred to 


Gen. Miles the blue pencil has been run through the para- 
graph, 
It is charged that a knowledge of this fact impelled 


Gen. Shafter.in making his report of th-. Santiago campaign, 
to refer only incidentally to Gen. Miles' presence before the 
beleaguered city. 
If the charge is proven Secretary 
Alger 


will be placed in an uncomfortable position, even though the 
acts were those of his subordinates and may have been com- 
mitted without his knowledge though with the expectation of 
pleasing him. 


No More Troops Needed. 


Washington, Sept. 16— Special — The administration is 


now so confident in regard to the Philippines situation that 
it has been decided to send no more troops there at present. 
It has also been decided to abandon temporarily at least the 
plan of sending several thousand men from the Pacific coast 
to Honolulu to be held in reserve for use in the Philippine in 
case of emergency. 


Customs Receipts Large. 


Washington. Sept. 16 — Special— Gen. Otis telegraphed 


the war department today that no more troops were needed 
at Manila at present. 
The customs receipts are exceeding 


the expenditures.

Better Crop This Year Than Harvested 


In Ninety Seven—Vernon County 
Sales Being Made—Out Of Town 
Jobbers 
Have 
Been 
Here 
Of 


Late. 
There is very little of the 'OS crop 


of tobacco standing in the fields at 
present. 
The cold weather of the 


past week has hustled in the belated 
tobacco so that practically speaking 
the crop Is secure. 


The harvested leaf, says the Wiscon- 


sin Tobacco Reporter, is now pretty 
well cured, and samples that have 
been gathered are showing up a very 
(food quality of tobacco. 
The crop 


promises to come through the case 
much more inviting than the '97, 


Information has reached us of the 


buying of a few crops of 'OS on the 
poles in Vernon county, where loe 1 
dealers are credited with making con- 
tracts for about 100 acres cf choice se- 
lections at from six to eight cents in 
the bundle. Resident buyers look upon 
the movement as an effort to keep 
away outside-dealers for the time be- 
ing. Several out of town jobbers have 
been in the- markets ot late iDBpectiag 
samples, and some sales have baea ef- 
fected, though no large transactions 
are reported, 


The shipments out of storage reach 


about twenty carloads, 040 cases, for 
the week to all points from this sta- 
tion. 
Since last report 510 cases of 


eigarleaf were exported from New 
York. 


The '05 crop was larger in acres but 


it is doubtful if it yielded as many 
pounds of cured leaf as the present 
crop will do. If it were not for one 
or two heavy storms that swept over 
the tobacco section causing damage 
by wind and tail in quite extensive 
areas, the crop might have been the 
soundest ever harvested. A gratify- 
ing featare of the season so far is the 
exceptional curlug weather that haa 
prevailed. The early fields that went 
into the sheds three and four weeks 
ago are now very nearly cured- down 
to the stem. The 
extreme warm 


weather dnrlns the harvest brought 
the tobacco down very fast and as- 
sisted wonderfully in rapid curing. 
The presence of sufficient moisture in 
the atmosphere also contributed to 
the result. 
Samples of entirely cured 


leaf of the new crop are being exhi- 
bited that show a remarkably fine 
lig-ht color, thin and of the proper 
texture to make good tobacco. The 
growers are delighted over the pros- 
pect of an unuanal satisfactory cure of 
the new crop.

evacuation of the island by the Spanish troops is now under 
way.

abandonment of the island by Spain was one of the stipula- 
tions of the protocol, and nothing further than to arrange for 
the immediate transportation of the troops was required. No 
questions of international law were considered. 
These will 


be decided by the general conference at Paris.

Perhaps some 
idea of the magnitude of the work may 
be obtained from an understanding of 
the mere work of delivering the bonds. 
Sixty people are engaged daily now iri 
folding, placing in envelopes, sealing 
and delivering tho bouds to tho express 
companies. Each envelope is required. 
to bo sealed with five wax seals. When 
the work is clouc, tho sealers will have 
put the treasury impress iu wax on riot 
Jess than 1,500,000 of these seals. 


The interest checks, too, are required 


to be inclosed with the bonds. Every 
day now there are delivered to the ex- 
press companies 0,000 of tho bonds. 
Later on it may lie possible to increase 
tho number delivered daily, br.t jusc 
now the delivery amounts to tho full 
responsibility which tho express com- 
panies care to undertake as well as the 
capacity of tho department for handling 
the bonds.

If any of the government's 
property ia no* accounted for the per 
son who is responsible for it will be 
docked before he is discharged."

constructed and uu'ike those in this ' 
country. Tne streets are Darrow, while 
tho sidewalks in many places are not 
more than ?. foot wide. The people are 
a copper colored set and all walk in the 
middle of the streets. 
Spanish is 


about 
the 
only language spoken. 


Most of the inhabitants make their 
living by working on near-by planta- 
tions that are owned 
by the rich 


Spaniards, and on which is grown 
considerable leaf tobacco and sugar. 
The wages paid are amail, and strict 
rules govern the help. 
The average 


citizen of Ponce is poorly clad, while 
the small children go about the streets 
at all times of the day stark naked. 


The Capture of Coamo 


"After a short stay at Ponce we 


were ordered Into the country, and 
were Boon aware of the fact that we 
were to attack a Spanish town by the 
name of Ooamo, which proved to be a 
village of about 600 people. 
A block 


house that sheltered about GOO Span- 
iards stood guard over the place and 
ai we advanced the Spaniards lost no 
time in sending a few Mauser bullets 
into onr lines 
Oar aatillery had by 


thii time opened tire on their block 
house, 
which 
was 
the 
main 


point 
of 
attack. 
The 
bat- 


tle 
took 
place 
on 
August 8, 


and afser severs! hour's firing the 
block house went up in smoke and 
then the Spaniards within made their

bite to eat.

that they were prisoiers.

had It not been for their officers. 


Attack On Abouita 


"After a two dayt' stay at Ponce 


we received orders to u»arch Inland to 
attack »he> Spanish post 
known as 


Abonita, which proved to be a strong 
military station located on the top of 
one of the mountains. 
Whsn we get 


within seeing distance of this post 
we were obliged to m»reh through 
narrow mountain roads that after- 
wards proved to ba undermined. 
At 


one time it looked 
as though the 


Spaniards had toe drop n us, for we 
did not know the country and it 
seems ai though the officers 
were 


equally at ignorant of our surround 
Ings. 
When within seeing distance 


of the pait wa could plainly observe 
tbe Spaniards working 
like bees. 


They were well aware of onr coming 
and for several da., a and weeks ha i

warm reception consisting mainly of 
Manser bullets.

tions had been made to move a mes- 
senger on horseback arrived with im- 
portant documents.

Omaha, Neb., Sept. 16.—The

He said 
in part: 


"The measure of the effect of paper 


money on prices and on other money 
does' not depend upon whether or not 
it is covered by coin, dollar for dollar, 
any more than upon the color or tex- 
ture of the fiber of the paper on which 
the insignia of money Is stamped, but 
entirely on the quantity of such money 
put into circulation. The principle is 
the same whether applied to 
paper 


money or to gold and silver coin or to 
gold alone. 


"The effect, no doubt, of the restor- 


ation of silver to unrestricted mintage 
would lower the value of all money, in- 
cluding gold, as would be evident by a 
general rise of prices. On the other 
hand, should the supply of gold for 
money be cut off by reduced production 
and increased demand for it for the 
arts, or for other non-monetary pur-
